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National vision for Canada needed 

— David Strong 

Alternative to doomsday predictions offered 


UVic’s top students have been challenged by 
President Dr. David Strong to help create a 
national vision that will enable Canada to 
take a positive role in the new global economy 
and society. 

Strong addressed the students on Oct. 25 
at the annual Awards Recognition Ceremony 
held to honour outstanding students and the 
donors who have contributed to their schol¬ 
arships and awards. Approximately 1,100 
scholarships and awards were presented 
during the ceremony which was held in the 
evening in the University Centre Auditorium. 

The ceremony was part of the two week 
festival held to celebrate Strong’s installation 
as UVic’s new president. 

In his address titled “The Value of 
Knowledge and the Fates of Nations” Strong 
told the audience that in Canada “There seems 
to be no national vision, either internally for 
the country or externally for its place in the 
world.” 

For example. Strong asked, “why does 
Canada ignore its three oceans, which are 
better understood and more comprehensively 
exploited by many other countries? Why do 
we have so many Canadian government 
agencies which duplicate, overlap and com¬ 
pete with each other? Why do we have un¬ 
trained and uninformed representatives in 
other countries? Why do we not use the 
resources of our universities? Do we want to 
be competitive?” 

A vision for Canada must combine im¬ 
mediate action with long-term planning and 
goals, Strong said. “Above all, it must be 
articulated and promoted by members of the 
university community, particularly our stu¬ 
dents.” 

Canadians could begin to arrive at a na¬ 
tional vision “by understanding, first of all, 
our position in the world, and, secondly, what 
makes us unique,” said Strong. 

“For example, we are known in the rest of 
the world as having a huge land mass. Tlie 


prairies provinces have endless wheat fields, 
yet 27,000 people left Saskatchewan alone in 
1989. Newfoundland occupies a huge conti¬ 
nental shelf with unmeasured mineral re¬ 
sources and the world’s richest fishing 
grounds, yetis the poorest province in Canada, 
with a similarly declining population. 

Strong quoted sources to indicate that 
“we are now a country in which Canadians 
are dying out, since 1972 when the present 
generation ceased reproducing itself.” 

These critical socio-economic factors must 
be taken into any vision of Canada, said 
UVic’s president. 

A major issue which should concern 
universities is that the world is divided into 
two demographic profiles, the “developed” 
world with aging populations and the “de¬ 
veloping” world with a still exploding 
population mostly under the age of 10. 

Other than the doomsday predictions 
which have the underdeveloped world’s 
population explosion continuing indefinitely 
to ultimate and overwhelming global disas¬ 
ter, these figures point to only one viable 
scenario, said Strong. 

“That is for these countries and regions to 
emulate the Japanese/Taiwanese/Korean 
approach of massive investments in educa¬ 
tion with subsequent prosperity and declin¬ 
ing birthrates.” 

The global marketplace is going to be 
bigger and more competitive with opportu¬ 
nities and threats for (currently) developed 
countries such as Canada, he said. 

“There is no alternative for Canada other 
than to take a positive and supportive role. If 
the rich are going to stay rich, then the poor 
will have to get rich, or at least prosperous, 
and that is going to be the driving force for all 
matters of public policy in the global village. 

“That will require an application of all 
your knowledge, in whatever discipline oc¬ 
cupies your interest,” Strong toldhis audience.

Field hockey Vikes lose 
heartbreaker in national final

The defending champion UVic Vikes field 
hockey team came up millimetres short in 
their bid for a second straight CIAU (Cana¬ 
dian Interuniversity Athletic Union) national 
championship Nov. 4. In the blowing snow 
and windy -20 degree temperatures of Ed¬ 
monton they fell to the UBC Thunderbirds in 
post-overtime penalty strokes. 

The Vikes,rankednumber 1 in the country, 
had overrun their CIAU opponents through¬ 
out the regular season enroute to a 11-0-1 
record. They breezed through the prelimi¬ 
nary rounds of the national championships at 
the University of Alberta with 3-0 victories 
over UBC and the University of New 
Brunswick in pool play and a 5-0 drubbing of 
number 2- ranked York in the semi-final. 

In the final, the Vikes prevented UBC 
from recording a shot on goal throughout 
both the 70-minute match and the 30-minute 
overtime. Buthot UBC goaltending also held 
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the Vikes off the score sheet After 100 
minutes of play the score remained knotted at 
0-0. Penalty strokes were used to settle the 
championship. 

According to Vikes coachLynne Beecroft, 
UBC combined “good defence” with “great 
goaltending” and simply “waited for the 
stroke competition, where they had nothing 
to lose.” After five penalty shots each, UBC 
emerged a 4-2 winner. 

“It was sad to lose,” said Beecroft, “but 
the team can’t be ashamed, everyone played 
to the best of their abilities. They played 
brilliant hockey.” Beecroft estimated that 
during the match 85 per cent of the play had 
been in the UBC end of the field. 

The Vikes were the CIAU Canada West 
Conference champions for the fifth straight 
year in 1990. The team recorded national 
championships in 1984,1987, and 1989. 


UVic rowers strike silver at 
world championships 


While the field hockey Vikes were contending 
with chilly Alberta, on the other side of the 
globe UVic rowers lead a Canadian medal 
assault in balmy spring weather at the World 
Rowing Championships Oct. 29 to Nov. 4 in 
Lake Barrington, Tasmania. 

UVic-trained rowers were in on two sil¬ 
ver medals, two fourth-place finishes and a 
ninth-place showing at the world champi¬ 
onships. Former UVic student Silken 
Laumann took silver in the women’s singles, 
while current students Derek Porter and 
Darren Barber joined UVic grads John 
Wallace, Andy Crosby, and Bruce Robertson 
on the silver-medal winning Canadian men’s 
eights. 


UVic’s Kirsten Barnes was a member of 
the fourth place women’s fours crew and 
Julie Jespersen was one-half of the fourth 
place Canadian women’s pairs crew. UVic 
grad Don Telfer helped to stroke the Canadian 
crew to a ninth place showing in the men’s pairs. 

UVicRowingProgramAdministratorand 
Women’s Rowing Coach Rick Crawley, who 
trained many of the rowers but was unable to 
attend the championships, was pleased at the 
UVic contribution toCanadian success. “This 
was Canada’s best showing ever at the 
World’s. The silver in the women’s singles 
and the men’s eights were very close to being 
gold medals. It’s exciting to have had so 
many UVic-trained athletes involved. ”

Arm wrestler in Accounts Payable 
holds her own in world competition 


Laura Edgson of Accounts Payable at UVic 
has placed first in right arm competition and 
second in left arm competition in the wom¬ 
en’s world arm wrestling championships in 
Petaluma, California. 

Edgson moved to Victoria from Prince 
George in August and started working for 
Accounts Payable that month. 

In California, on Oct. 13, Edgson won 
seven matches with her right arm and three 
with her left before injured tendons in her left 
arm forced her to stop competing and forfeit 
her chance to compete for Erst place. She’s 
pleased to have placed second in the world 
championship in left arm. 

“It’s kind of cool, kind of neat,” says the 
smiling 21-year-old. She plans to carry on 
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Canadians tournament at Rutland Centennial 
Hall in Kelowna next September. 

Arelative newcomer to this new women’s 
sport, Edgson began arm wrestling in Prince 
George one and one-half years ago. 

Northern B.C. is noted for producing some 
of the top arm wrestlers in the world, she 
says. “My best friend married one of the 
former world champion arm wrestlers. We 
would go to their house and practise. When 
there was a local tournament in Prince George 
he wanted some girls to enter, so I did. I 
placed second behind the Canadian champion. 
We knew I had some strength behind me, but 
everyone was surprised." 

“Many people look at arm wrestling as a 
non feminine sport, but I don’t worry about 
it. My boy friend thinks it’s just fine. My dad 
and brother do it too. I’m from a family of 
nine kids. There are six girls and some of 


them arm wrestle just for fun.” 

Edgson’s training includes doing wrist 
curls and hand squeezes twice daily, and 
exerercising at Nautilus. She arm wrestles 
with her boy friend — who wins. 

“I can’t beat him. He practises a lot to help 
out. He’s kind of like a coach. I can beat a guy 
who doesn’t work out, a pencil pusher, but 
not any guy who works out regularly. Girls 
have different tendons and genes so naturally 
a girl will be weaker than a guy who trains,” 
Edgson says. 

Edgson started training seriously after her 
first competition in Prince George. She en¬ 
tered the CAN-AMs (Canadian-American 
competition) in Nanaimo on May 21 last 
year. She came first in the amateur division 
and third in the professional division and 
began entering a number of tournaments 
throughout B.C., driving on the weekends to 
wherever they were held. 

“I went to the Williams Lake Stampede to 
arm wrestle in June. It was a lot of fun. I met 
a lot of people — they ask a lot of questions 
and want to get to know you. 

“Who is it who said ‘Everybody gets 15 
minutes of fame in their life.’? It is exciting. 
I’m just on a cloud.” 

The opportunity to compete at the World 
Championships came after Edgson placed 
first for B .C. and second in Canada at Kelowna 
on Sept. 1 this year. When the five-time 
world champion wasn’t able to go to 
Petaluma, Edgson went in her place. 

She now is looking ahead to the Olympics 
which for the first time next year is going to 
include women’s arm wrestling a$ a prelimi¬ 
nary sport.

On the northernmost university—and telescopes

I was surprised to see that Dr. C.K. Leong says 
(Oct. 29, page 2) that the University of Ume£ is 
the northernmost in the world, since my atlas 
tells me that Ume& is only 63 degrees, 50' from 
the equator. Possibly Dr. Leong is not familiar 
enough with this part of the world, despite his 
years in Saskatchewan, to know that the 
University of Alaska, at College, is a full degree 
farther north than that. 

Of course I doubt very much that the 
University of Alaska would claim to be the 
world’s northernmost. Indeed it would be quite 
wrong for it to do so, since the University of 
Tromso, in Norway, is at a latitude of 69 
degrees, 40', and is in fact located a little to the 
northwest of the northernmost point in Swedenl 
That University may perhaps really be the 
world’s most northerly; I am unaware of any that 
are closer to the pole, but possibly other readers 
are. 


As it happens, the University of Tromso 
has in its Observatory a telescope almost 
identical to the one in the Elliott Building dome, 
purchased from the same (Canadian) manufac¬ 
turer, and is, I believe, the only other University 
in the world to do so. Indeed I had some 
correspondence with Dr. Jan-Erik Solheim of 
that University some years ago, about the 
alterations we had both been obliged to make to 
our telescopes to remedy some difficulties with 
their operation, which we had encountered soon 
after their delivery from the manufacturer (who, 
so far as I am aware, got out of the telescope¬ 
making business after selling only those two 
instruments!)

Prof wants to hear from others on equity in hiring 


Dear Editor, 

Now that the Times-Colonist has reported on Cutt 
and Hodgkinson’s letter re equity in hiring, I think 
some additional voices should speak out. 

I do not believe reverse discrimination is 
the answer, and what is more I object to the 
implication that everyone has been discriminating 
against females as faculty in the past. If the Vice- 
President or anyone else for that matter has 
evidence that some departments have discrimi¬ 
nated against female applicants, then the identity 
of those departments should be made public, and 
those responsible hammered. We should not all 
be tarred because of some injustices. 

Chemistry currently has no female faculty 
(though we have had in the past), this in part 
reflects the age distribution of the group—in my 
graduating year, in over 100 honours chemists, 
only 3 were female—so we would not expect to 
find many of the older chemistry faculty female. 
Graduates of 5-10 years ago, the age group who 
are being hired as assistant professors now, also 
are still not equal 1:1 male to female. Neverthe¬ 
less the situation looks more promising to hire a 
female now, but only as an equal. I have been on 
many of the appointment committees for chemis¬ 
try faculty, and we have never pushed an 


applicant down the list because of gender. We 
have in my opinion always hired the best person 
we could get, and I have confidence inrmy 
younger colleagues because of that, as I hope 
was also true when I was hired. To delay hiring 
until a female is available is not, in my opinion, 
the answer. We would all know that someone 
better was available, but we took an option 
based on gender, even if hypothetically that 
might have some role model value (does 
anyone really believe that University students 
are influenced by the sex of their teachers, 
maybe at grade school?). 

We try very hard to make all possible 
applicants aware of our positions, and we want 
the best we can get, and if that person happens 
to be female, then that is great—chemistry 
knows no sex—but the best is what we want 
and it is certainly what this faculty member will 
chase regardless of sex, and regardless of what 
the Board or anyone else decrees. Let us hear 
from others.
